Relay Team Won Out in Fast Time of 1 Minute 23 and Two 
Fifth Seconds: 4 Seconds Faster than Time Between 
Harvard and Brown in Same Tank on Same Night

The McC.ill Swimming team won 
two out of three of their meets in 
the States.

Exactly a t 5.30 yesterday afternoon 
with soldier-like punctuality, H.R.H. 
the Duke of Connatlgbt arrived at the 
Bleury St. Armoury, to inspect the 
C.O.T.C. of MrGill University. 

The Governor-General was attended 
by two aides. de camp. Immediately 
on his entering the drill hall the 
companies presented arms with lixel 
bayonets. The Duke then walked up 
and down the ranks and requested 
that the men be put through any 
simple evolutions. The ollicers took 
charge of thc companies and proceed- 
ed to put thc men through move- 
ments in fans and section movements 
—The men ncquittcd themselves ex- 
tremely well and their smart ap- 
pearance could hardly be equalled by 
■any body of men who had been in 
military training for something less 
'than four months. 
I The men were drilled for about 20 
[minutes and were then formed up and 
|were addressed by His Royal High- 
'nesa. The Governor-General express- 
ed his pleasure In reviewing the 
Corps nnd spoke of thc keen interest 
which Principal Peterson and other 
members of the Faculty had taken in 
the formation n f the Corps. He spoke 
of the advantages of n military 
training, not bo much from a mili- 
tary point of view, but, he went on 
to say that habits of discipline and 
obedience could not fail to be of the 



I utmost value in the formation of 
character, and would be of the great- 
est use in after life. In his own case 
be had been a soldier for forty-nine 
years. 

Tin- Duke assured the mm that 
they would never regret having join- 
ed the Corps and advised th" nun to 
keep on as they were doing and they 
would be a credit to their ollicers 
and themselves. Considering the 
length of time since the formation of 
the Corps, less than four months, the 
men were doing very well. He was 
very pleased at the position wh'ch a 
great university like McGill was tak- 
ing, in being the first Canadian uni- 
versity to form an O.T.C. The Uni- 
versities of England all had Otlicers' 
Training Corps and took great pride 
in their efficiency and smartness. 

His Royal Highness complimented 
the men on the progress Ibey were 
making. He then shook hands with 
the ollicers of the Corps, said a lew 
words to them, and left the armoury 
at six-ten.
